He grabbed the 
throne of Bilquis until he brought it over to Suleiman as . Then the earth unrolled itself, 
in less than the blink of an eye, and with us asws from these are seventy two letters, 
and there is one letter with Allah azwj , He azwj Accounts by it the knowledge of the 
unseen’.
